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REMARKS 

Applicant has submitted a new Abstract, correcting the informalities cited in the 
old Abstract, and thereby removing the basis for the objection thereto. 

Applicant has submitted a Substitute Specification, correcting the informalities 
cited in the original specification. No new matter has been added. 

Applicant traverses the rejections of claims 1-3, 5, and 7-9 because of the 
presence of the terms "changeable" and "pivotable." Claim 1 has been cancelled. The 
35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph rejection of claim 1 is rendered moot, therefore, and 
should be withdrawn. Claims 3, 5 and 7 accurately recite the pivotal motion of the cam 
member and are not vague or indefinite. This movement is fully disclosed at paragraph 
[0057] of the specification. 

Cancellation of claims 1 and 2 render moot the § 102(b) rejections thereof under 
Kubota . Steinmann . Cicotte . and Tulaczko . 

The Examiner stated that claim 3 would be allowable if amended to overcome 
the § 1 12, second paragraph rejection, and to be an independent claim, reciting the 
features of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant has amended claim 3 
to be an independent claim and the cited informality has been traversed above. 
Applicant respectfully submits, therefore, that claim 3 is now in condition for allowance. 

Claims 5 and 6 have been amended to depend from allowable claim 3. Claims 
8-10 already depend from allowable claim 3. All of these claims, therefore, are in 
condition for allowance. 

The Examiner stated that claim 7 recites allowable subject matter, and would be 
allowed if amended to correct the informality cited under Rule 112, second paragraph.
